W ashington, Feb. 7 
(AP)—Vice 
President G arner actively alligned 
him self today with th e economy 
forces in the Senate, some of his 
friends disclosed, by a pledge to 
oppose any suggested increases in 
appropriations and to vote for de­ 
creases whenever possible. 
Following liis vote to break a 
Senate tie Tuesday and thus cut 
$115,259 off the am ount the House 
approved for the Civil Aeronautics 
authority, Garner 
was quoted bv 
ssome senators as having told th e m ; 
"W hen it comes to voting to re­ 
duce appropriations. I am going to 
vote 'aye’ and when it comes to 
increasing appropriations, I am go­ 
ing to vote ‘no.*" 
Economy Drive On 
G arner’s 
vote—his 
first 
since 
April 17, 1934—revived the economy 
drive which had suffered a reverse 
earlier when tire senate overrode an 
effort by Senator Overton <D.-Lad 
to trim from the $1,138,693,528 sup­ 
ply bill for independent agencies an 
item of $710,000 for the national re­ 
sources planning board. 
The Senate completed action on 
th e first of the appropriation bills, 
sending to the President a $57,541,- 
300 deficiency bill which included 
about $29,000,000 for naval arm a­ 
m ents and about the same am ounts 
for tax refunds. 
It was $2,783,700 
below tile President’s recommenda­ 
tions. 
Despite the Senate’s approval of 
cuts totaling $1,178,799 in the Civil 
Aeronautics appropriation, Senator 
M cCarran (D.-Nev.), who led the 
fight against them, said he had not 
given up hope of restoring $1,000,- 
000 for personnel and equipment for 
the far-flung aerial safety system.
